Protecting 


The Natural Flavor 


Of Milk 


By J. L. HENDERSON 
and C. L. ROADHOUSE 
University of California 


AIRYING as an art is as old as 
D civilization itself; dairying 
as a science is very young. 

Its progress in the last twenty-five 
years has been based largely on re- 
searches in chemistry, physics, and 
bacteriology, since the earlier in- 
vestigators were concerned more 
particularly with fundamental stu- 
dies of the physical and chemical 
properties of milk and its sanitary 
production. 

Recently, the United States De- 
partment of Agriculture and a few 
state agricultural experiment sta- 
tions have investigated the sources 
of certain flavors in milk and have 
recommended effective procedures 
for protecting its natural good 
flavor. In this protection, the 
dairy farmer, the milk distributor, 
and the consumer all have a part. 

Children are especially sensitive 
to flavor defects in milk. Betty, a 
child of ten in a busy home with 
three other children, was asked by a 
visitor why she did not drink the 
milk that was placed before her. 
Her reply was typical of many 
children: ‘‘Sometimes it doesn’t 
taste good; and because I’m afraid 
that it won’t taste good, I don’t 
drink it at all.” 

If the consumption of fluid milk

is to be maintained and increased, 
the product must be kept uniformly 
palatable from day to day. Nutri- 
tion experts, in recent years, have 
explained the value of milk drinking 
so well that officials of the public 
schools are attempting to stimulate 
the habit among children. Health 
authorities and many physicians 
have encouraged the regular use of 
milk by adults also, because of its 
calcium and vitamin contents, and 
the quality of its protein, fat, and 
carbohydrate constituents. If milk 
has an unpleasant flavor, many 
persons, like Betty, will not use it or 
they will take only limited quanti- 
ties when a larger amount would be 
beneficial. The ideal standard for 
children is to consume at least a 
quart each day; for adults at least 
a pint. 


Feed of Cow Influences Milk 
Flavor 
r has long been recognized that 
certain feeds consumed by dairy 


cows have an influence on the flavor 
of their milk. 


It is now realized that practically

all roughages, eaten by cows in 
appreciable quantities one to five 
hours before milking, cause some 
feed flavor which varies in intensity 
from slight to strong according to 
the kind and quantity and the 
intervals between feeding and milk- 
ing. The intensity of the flavor 
decreases with an increase in this 
interval. The most pronounced 
flavors are observed when the time 
that elapses between feeding and 
milking is only one or two hours. 

The most common feeds causing 
noticeable flavors are clover, alfalfa, 
and corn silage. The clover and 
alfalfa will cause the flavor when 
fed before milking, either as green 
feed or when cured as hay. 

The most objectionable feeds 
causing flavors in milk are cabbages, 
turnips, rape, legume silage, and 
some pasture weeds. When these 
are withheld from cows for five 
hours before milking they will have 
no appreciable effect on the flavor of 
milk. 

Oat hay, on the other hand, 
causes no flavor when given in small 
quantities and only slight flavors 
when used as a full ration two hours 
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before milking. When alfalfa juice 
was given to cows experimentally 
as a drench, feed flavor was detected 
in the milk drawn twenty minutes 
later. The rapid absorption of 
flavor-producing substances into the 
blood stream accounts for the 
prompt effect of the feed upon the 
milk. The common concentrate 
mixtures containing rolled barley, 
wheat bran, coconut meal, soybean 
meal, cottonseed meal and dried 
beet pulp when fed one or two hours 
before milking, in quantities used by 
the average commercial dairyman, 
do not make the product undesir- 
able to the average consumer. 


With a little planning, the dairy- 
man can adjust his feeding program 
so that feed flavors will be kept out 
of milk. Many large dairy owners 
in California maintaining herds of 
200 or more cows have eliminated 
the problem by feeding roughage 
immediately after milking and by 
removing the cows to an enclosure 
where they do not have access to 
feed for at least five hours before the 
next milking. Prompt and efficient 
aeration of milk over a cooler, with 
or without pasteurization, decreases 
feed flavors somewhat; but a more 
effective plan is to follow a proper 
feeding program. Often the family 
cow presents a problem since it is an 
extra chore to take her from the 
feed at the proper time. The ef- 
fort, however, will be justified in 
better-flavored milk for the farm 
family. 


Condition of Cow Responsible 


for Some Tastes and Flavors 


en of normal composition, pro- 
tected from feed flavor, has a 
pleasing taste and leaves an agree- 
able sensation in the mouth after 
swallowing. When the lactose (milk 
sugar) percentage in the milk de- 
creases and the chloride percentage 
increases, aS occurs normally in the 
latter part of the lactation period, 
the taste may be less pleasing. Salty 
milk is sometimes produced by 
cows near the end of lactation. This 
defect becomes especially noticeable 
when only one or two cows are 
supplying the family; in large herds 
a dilution with normal milk largely 
masks the salty taste. When a large 
percentage of the cows approach the 
end of their lactation periods at the 
same time, however, salty herd milk 
may be observed. When the taste 
is caused by advanced lactation, all 
quarters yield salty milk, whereas 
if the cause is an udder disturbance, 
such as garget (mastitis), only cer- 
tain quarters are affected. In either 
case the cows may be expected to 
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produce normal milk during the 
succeeding lactation period. 


Milk will sometimes become ran- 
cid within six to twelve hours after 
it is drawn. This rancidity is 
caused by the ensyme lipase which 
hydrolyzes (slits) the fats into free 
fatty acids and glycerol. Some of 
the fatty acids have the characteris- 
tic odor designated as rancid. Cows 
milking for more than a yearand 
cows affected with breeding trouble 
produce such milk more often than 
do cows which are milked the usual 
nine or ten months and which fresh- 


en each year. In a few instances, 
however, rancid milk has been pro- 
duced early in lactation. 

Although lipase is normally pre- 
sent in the blood, the factors con- 
trolling its appearance in milk in 
appreciable quantities are not 
known. The milk is not rancid 
when drawn, but develops the 
flavor within a few hours. The 
change takes place more rapidly at 
room temperature. Such milk re- 
sults from lipase secreted into the 
milk, presumably from the blood. 
Certain bacteria also elaborate lip- 
ase; and when milk is stored for 
some time at a temperature at 
which the bacteria can increase, it 
will become rancid. The first type 
of rancidity is the most common, 
however, and can be prevented by 
pasteurizing the milk or cream soon 
after production. When mixed with 
normal milk, as little as two per 
cent of milk that will become rancid 
may cause rancidity of the entire 
mixture. 

Dairymen will do well to examine 
monthly a sample from each cow in 
order to detect animals producing 
milk with salty taste or rancidity; 
such samples are held at room tem- 
perature for six to twelve hours and 
then scored for flavor.

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Present-Day Conditions 


Challenge Dairy Industry 


T the annual meeting in 1933 I 
aN endeavored to present facts 
which showed the economic 
stability and soundness of the dairy 
industry and that it had withstood 
the ravages of this depression more 
successfully than any other branch 
of agriculture as well as all other 
industries. You may recall that 
the facts, then presented, showed 
that the industry over a period of 
ten years had steadily advanced in 
both production and consumption 
of its products. And, as a result 
of this steady development, the 
proportion of gross farm income 
from milk and its products increased 
from 14.5 per cent of the total gross 
farm income in 1924 to twenty-five 
per cent in 1933. That while the 
gross farm income from all sources, 
except milk, had dropped between 
1930 and 1933 inclusive sixty-five 
per cent, farm income from the 
dairy cow had decreased only forty- 
five per cent. 


A Program Must Be Developed 
That Will Reverse Existing Trends 


By M. D. Munn, President 
National Dairy Council 


Since 1933 conditions have de- 
veloped in the dairy industry that 
are causing some changes which we 
all hope may be more temporary 
than ominous, but which are cer- 
tainly significant and require serious 
consideration and thought by the 
industry. I propose to refer to this 
in the most direct and earnest way 
at my command. 

What I shall say regarding these 
changed conditions must not be con- 
sidered as criticism. My only pur- 
pose and hope is it may be helpful 
as well as suggestive of what should 
and can be done as a means of im- 
provement. 

Fractional figures of production 
on Chart I are omitted because of 
lack of space. Complete figures 
are as follows: Between 1924 and

1933 inclusive, the production of 
milk on the farms of this country 
steadily increased from eighty-seven 
billion pounds in 1924 to one hun- 
dred two and one-quarter billion 
pounds in 1933, all of which was 
consumed in this country in the 
form of milk and its products. This 
increase amounted to approximately 
fifteen and one-quarter billion 
pounds, or about seventeen per 
cent above 1924. This is milk pro- 
duced on farms from which our 
market milk supply is derived and 
does not include milk from family 
cows. 

If we go back to 1920, when the 
development in this industry really 
began on an extensive scale, and 
which has been continuous between 
1920 and 1933, a much greater ex- 
pansion would be shown. I am 
using the estimated production and 
consumption of 1924 as a base for 
comparison because that is as far 
back as the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture has revised 
these estimates. The vast develop- 
ment of the dairy industry between 
1920 and 1933 has required the in- 
vestment of hundreds of millions 
of dollars in sanitary requirements 
on farms; in new and enlarged milk 
plants, butter and cheese factories 
and equipping them with modern 
machinery for manufacturing and 
handling the production in the most 
efficient and sanitary way; in tank 
cars, trucks# and _ transportation 
equipment for gathering and dis- 
tributing the various products of 
the industry. The security of these 
tremendous investments, and all 
depending on them, requires a re- 
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versal in the present trend of the 
dairy industry. 

This is the material side of the 
picture which present conditions 
place before the industry. On the 
other side is one of even greater 
importance—the future health and 
well-being of forty-five million chil- 
dren as well as the ability of eighty 
million adults to continue most suc- 
cessfully with life’s activities and 
burdens. 

Since 1933 milk production on 
farms has dropped to ninety-seven 
and three quarter billion pounds, or 
approximately four and one-half 
billion pounds. This is one-fourth 
of the total gain over a period of 
ten years, 1924 to 1933 inclusive. 
The portion of this decrease which 
has occurred during 1935 is based 
on estimates of probable production 
published by the United States De- 
partment of Agriculture. Before 
the end of the year this decrease 
may extend further. While the 
present estimates may be slightly 
changed when final figures are 
completed, milk production on No- 
vember 1 of this year is estimated 
to be proportionately less than at 
any other similar period during the 
past ten years. 

In order to present a more con- 
crete picture of what this decrease 
really means, let us put it in 
amounts of dairy products. This 
four and one-half billion pounds of 
milk would produce mere than two 
hundred million pounds of butter, 
or nearly one-eighth of the total 
amount of creamery butter made in 
1934. If used in tle manufacture 
of cheese, it would have produced 
all the American cheese made dur- 
ing the same year. 

In view of the general improve- 
ment in industrial conditions during 
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1934 and 1935, some improvement 
in the dairy industry should have 
followed. It is true that during 
recent months in a limited number 
of markets where special educational 
efforts have been made, an in- 
creased consumption of milk has 
followed; but this is largely limited 
to those markets and not applicable 
to the country or the industry as a 
whole. What has occurred in these 
markets does show, however, what 
can be done to improve present con- 


out the Fall with increasing mo- 
mentum notwithstanding there is a 
great abundance of forage crops 
and grains used for cattle feeding. 

It is true some milk cows were 
slaughtered during 1934 on account 
of the drought and other causes, 
but government estimates of cows 
on farms for the year 1934 were 
greater than during 1933 and for the 
year 1935 are estimated to be only 
about one hundred eighty thousand 
less than in 1933. It seems reason- 
able to assume, without the influ- 
ence of some other conditions than 
drought and what followed, we 
should be producing as much milk 
in 1935 as was produced in 1933. 
Especially so, in view of the fact 
that the number of farms has been 
increased by several thousand dur- 
ing this period. 

In addition to the drought, other 
reasons have been offered in ex- 
planation. Among these are the 
many efforts being made, both 
federal and state, to regulate the 
dairy industry, including the effort 
made in 1934 to reduce milk produc- 
tion by fifteen per cent as a means 
of stabilizing the industry and ap- 
prehension that this may be again 
attempted, and the changes that 
have taken place in the amount of 
production as well as price changes 
in other food products from the 
farm. As a result of the drought, 
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ditions. The fact that this is not 
general presents a state of facts for 
serious consideration. Several rea- 
sons have been given for this con- 
tinued decrease in milk production, 
among which is the drought during 
1934. Doubtless this is one of the 
reasons. The fact is, however, milk 
production has continued to de- 
crease during 1935 when pastures 
were more luxuriant than for many 
years and it is continuing through- 


physical -condition of dairy cows 
was affected and from which re- 
covery has not yet been fully made. 
The nutritive value of luxuriant 
pasture and legume crops have been 
below normal this year. All of 
these are advanced as reasons for 
the continuation of the decrease in 
milk production throughout the 
year 1935. 

This is not the place and it is not 
my purpose to discuss or attempt 
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an analysis of any of these regula- 
tory efforts as well as other condi- 
tions and the relative effects they 
may have had on this question of a 


diminishing production. Reference 
is made to them only to emphasize 
the fact this changing picture in 
agriculture cannot be ignored in 
determining what must be done to 
check the present reversal of prog- 
ress in the dairy industry. 

Governmental efforts to regulate 
agriculture and this dairy industry 
will doubtless be with us for some 
time to come, and therefore any 
plan that may be developed by the 
industry to restore progress must be 
done with this fact in mind; and 
one that will at least invite, and 
possibly secure a form of coopera- 
tive effort in this industry that has 
not yet come. 

In this brief reference to govern- 
ment activities I would be neglect- 
ful of my sense of justice and 
knowledge of facts if I did not say 
there is in Washington one Depart- 
ment that during all this time has 
had a constructive, long-visioned, 
well thought out program. I refer 
to the Bureau of Dairy Industry 
under Professor O. E. Reed. I know 
what he is trying to do and that in 
any constructive program this in- 
dustry may adopt, the work of that 
Bureau will be most helpful. 


Important Question 
Confronting the Dairy Industry 


HE immediate and important 
question now confronting this 
industry is: What can be done to 
bring about a reversal of this down- 
ward trend which its importance 
not only justifies, but demands? 
What I shall say regarding this 
rests upon two deep-seated convic- 
tions on my part: First, that the 
dairy industry itself must develop 
a program that will reverse present 
trends and, second, any such in- 
dustry program must be based on a 
continually increasing consumption 
with a corresponding adequate sup- 
ply of milk. Any other program 
than this would amount to almost 
a crime against childhood. There 
are forty-five million children in this 
country whose inalienable right is to 
be as physically fit and healthy as 
knowledge can make them in order 
to bear the burdens and meet the 
obligations that life will impose 
upon them during their entire ma- 
ture years. Any program that in- 
volves experimentation in the dairy 
industry which might endanger or 
impair this right of children is un- 
thinkable. 
In considering such an industry 
program the first question which 
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presents itself is this: Is it possible 
for the industry to formulate and 
put into operation plans and meth- 
ods that will obtain an adequate 
increase in consumption? I firmly 
believe it can be done. This state- 
ment is based on an abundance of 
practical demonstrations and ex- 
perience in Council work over a 
period of many years and especially 
during this past year. This, how- 
ever, cannot be secured without 
more funds than are now available 
for educational and promotive work. 

As has already been fully 
shown in this program, there is 
available to the industry a complete 
organization set-up and consumer 
approach with every avenue for such 
approach open for Council work. 
While many of these approaches 
are available only to the dairy in- 
dustry, every other means of promo- 
tive effort to reach the consumer’s 
mind, and especially the housewife, 
is now being used by almost every 
manufacturer and vender of other 
kinds of food products. 

There never has been a time when 
greater effort was being made to 
merchandise various kinds of food 
and food products than at the pres- 
ent time. To illustrate, six leading 
women’s national magazines, each 
published monthly, contained dur- 
ing the last three months 237 pages 
of food advertisements, 154 of 
which were incolor. Of this total 
number of pages, only nineteen were 
on dairy products, or eight per cent 
of the total. Of these nineteen 
pages, fifteen relate to cheese, 
evaporated and condensed milk and 
four to butter. 

While it is not possible to obtain 
complete figures on present expendi- 
tures in advertising food products 
that are competitive with milk and 
its products, we do know that four 
million dollars have been spent 
during the first nine months of 
1935 in advertising two brands of 
coffee and tea and that more than 
twenty-five million dollars have 
been expended in advertising and 
sales promotion of beverages more 
or less competitive with milk, ex- 
clusive of beer and other alcoholic 
beverages. Included in this vast 
sum of twenty-five million dollars 
is five million dollars expended in 
advertising a single non-alcoholic 
beverage, which is largely competi- 
tive with milk. We also know that 
two million dollars has been expend- 
ed this year in advertising three 
prepared cooking fats which are 
directly competitive with butter 
and which is steadily increasing 
volume are invading the place of 
butter in cooking. All of the above 
amounts are in the form of national 


advertising and do not include large 
sums expended in many forms of 
sales promotion work on _ these 
products. 

These figures are quoted as evi- 
dence of the enormous efforts being 
made to secure a larger portion of 
the consumer’s dollar, much of 
which can and should be secured 
by the dairy industry. The ex- 
penditure of a greatly increased 
portion of the food dollar for all 
dairy products is approved and re- 
quired by scientific authority. In 
giving these figures which show the 
efforts now being made to increase 
consumption of food products more 
or less competitive with milk and 
its products, I do not wish to be 
understood as intimating that mon- 
ey is not being spent to promote 
consumption of dairy products, but 
that not nearly as much is being 
spent as should be on educational 
and advertising efforts by all prod- 
uct groups jn an industry-wide pro- 
gram. Let us consider briefly the 
two major groups: Milk and butter. 

We have many times presented 
and illustrated the difference be- 
tween what milk consumption is at 
the present time and what science 
states it should be. Supported by 
the belief that a truth oft repeated 
will ultimately become an estab- 
lished fact, I again refer to it. 

Present milk consumption, ac- 
cording to the most complete in- 
formation available, is at the pres- 
ent time one and one-half quarts 
for a family of five, while for the 
minimum limits of safety it should 
be two and one-half quarts and for 
an adequate optimum diet it should 
be four quarts for each family of 
five. Some of this total of four 
quarts can and should be taken in 


_ the form of milk products such as 


butter, cheese and ice cream to which 
reference will be made later. 

It is estimated that there are 
approximately twenty-eight million 
families in the United States. Of 
course, not all are composed of five 
members, but whatever the number, 
the one and one-half quarts is pro- 
portionately reduced or increased 
according to the size of the family. 
It is also estimated that there are 
about eighty-five hundred dealers 
in the United States engaged in sup- 
plying milk to these families. Re- 
cent surveys made in New York 
City, Philadelphia, Pennsylvania, 
and Bridgeport, Connecticut, fur- 
nish information which is worthy of 
careful study by every milk dealer 
in the United States when consid- 
ering how he can most effectively 
increase his milk business. 

Chart III. is based on a survey 
made in New York City by a recog- 
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nized research organization. 
family included in this survey, and 
therefore in the circle, buys milk 


Every 


from some dealer. The surveys in 
Philadelphia and Bridgeport show 
substantially the same relative con- 
ditions. The facts obtained from 
this New York survey show that 
twenty-two per cent of all families 
purchasing milk buy from the same 
dealer during a period of six months 
to two years. In other words, this 
twenty-two per cent for one reason 
or another, change dealers some time 
during this period of two years, while 
seventy-eight per cent of all such 
purchasers patronize the same deal- 
er for a period of three to fifteen 
years or more, and of this seventy- 
eight per cent more than one-half 
have been with the same dealer ten 
years or more. It can be assumed 
with reasonable certainty the facts 
disclosed in these surveys are gen- 
erally applicable to the entire coun- 
try. 

In order to make concrete appli- 
cation of these facts to a given 
market, let us assume there are two 
dealers in such a market; one we will 
call the Spotless Dairy Company, 
the other the Excelsior Service 
Dairy Company, each endeavoring, 
through advertising and promotive 
work, to secure a portion of this 
twenty-two per cent of purchasers 
who change dealers some time dur- 
ing a period of two years. We will 
assume that each is equally success- 
ful and secures one-half, or eleven 
per cent. The net result is that 
each has the same number of cus- 
tomers as when they began their 
advertising campaigns and _ these 
family customers are still buying 
only one and one-half quarts of 
milk. On the other side of the pic- 
ture, seventy-eight per cent of the 
regular family customers of each 
one of these dealers are still with 
them and are still using only one 
and one-half quarts of milk. 

Now, if through educational and 
promotive efforts, the milk con- 
sumption per family unit of five in 
this local market is increased to 
the minimum margin of dietary 
safety, namely two and one-half 
quarts, and other families propor- 
tionately, the business of each one 
of these dealers has been increased 
by 66 2-3 per cent; and if carried 
through to the optimum amount of 
dietary requirements of milk and 
its products, the per cent of increase 
would be correspondingly larger. 

With these facts in mind, which 
method offers the greatest oppor- 
tunity for increasing the volume of 
business of these two dealers on a 
profitable basis? An increase of 
sixty-six per cent of present family 
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sales or the possibility of securing 
an equal exchange of this twenty- 
two per cent of changing customers? 
If one of these dealers should secure 
the entire twenty-two per cent his 
business has been increased by only 
twenty-two per cent with a propor- 
tionate increased cost in distribu- 
tion. The facts themselves seem 
to answer the question. 

I do not wish to be misunderstood 
as suggesting the abandonment of 
brand advertising by any milk deal- 
er. Some of such advertising is no 
doubt necessary to protect his 
business. The point I wish to 
make is that those engaged in the 
distribution of milk should spend 
much more money that is now being 
done to increase the consumption 
by each member of his present fam- 
ily customers. That this is the 
surest and most permanent way for 
sound development of the milk in- 
dustry is shown by the concrete 
examples so forcefully presented 
this morning. These supply ample 
evidence of assured success from 
any such effort. 


Place Butter Occupies in Total 
Fat Consumption 


= us take the present consump- 
44 tion of butter. Consumption 
of fat in all forms is now approxi- 
mately seventy-five pounds per 
person yearly. This includes all 
fats whether consumed in visible or 
invisible form. Visible fats include 
butter, oleomargarine and cooking 
fats of all varieties. Consumption 
of these is approximately forty- 
seven pounds per person yearly. 
Of this amount about seventeen and 
three-quarter pounds is_ butter. 
Recognized dietary authorities state 
of these visible fats now consumed, 
approximately thirty pounds should 
be butter. This amount should be 
consumed in the form of a spread 
as well as in cooking and flavoring. 
In 1923 the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture estimates the 
yearly per capita consumption of 
butter was seventeen pounds. Since 
that time the highest point of such 
consumption was reached in 1932 
when it was estimated to be 18.14 
pounds. It has now dropped back 
below eighteen pounds. 

The dairy industry has been 
much concerned about the increased 
consumption of oleomargarine dur- 
ing 1935. While it is true during 
the first half of 1935 there was a 
large increase in oleomargarine con- 
sumption as compared with the 
same period for 1934, this condition 
has steadily diminished during the 
latter part of the year. In taking 
a long-range view of the butter in- 


dustry more thought should be given 
to the invasion of butter consump- 
tion by prepared fats used for short- 
ening purposes and other forms of 
cooking. 

In 1925 the estimated consump- 
tion of oleomargarine was two hun- 
dred forty-six and one-half million 
pounds. It reached its peak in 
1929 when it was three hundred for- 
ty-nine million pounds, while in 
1934 it was two hundred forty-two 
and one-half million pounds. The 
amount consumed has fluctuated 
up and down between those years 
and reached the low point in 1932 
when it was two hundred fourteen 
million pounds. Over a range of 
ten years consumption of oleomar- 
garine has fluctuated between one 
pound and three-quarters and two 
pounds and three-quarters per per- 
son per year. 

If butter consumption is to re- 
main around eighteen pounds a 
person yearly this fluctuating use of 
oleomargarine is an important fac- 
tor. If, however, consumption of 
butter is increased by a billion and 
a quarter pounds to meet scientific 
requirements its importance is 
greatly minimized. We must not 
assume that consumption of oleo- 
margarine is entirely as a spread. 
Much is used in cooking and takes 
its place with other prepared cook- 
ing fats in competition with butter 
in the kitchen. This factor may 
be worth considering by those inter- 
ested in legislation pertaining to 
fats. 


Prepared Cooking Fats Butter’s 
Greatest Competitor 


gc most important thing now 
confronting the butter industry 
is the use of steadily increasing 
amounts of prepared cooking fats, 
composed largely of vegetable oils, 
much of which is foreign in origin. 
According to estimates from the 
United States Department of Agri- 
culture, the consumption of cooking 
fat compounds during 1934 amount- 
ed to one billion one hundred forty- 
eight million pounds. Ten or fifteen 
years ago these were little known 
and not so extensively used. The 
enormous increase in their use dur- 
ing the past decade has had a greater 
influence on butter consumption 
than any other single factor. The 
large sums used in advertising and 
other sales promotion efforts are re- 
sponsible for this extensive increase 
in their use. While they will be 
and doubtless should be used to 
some extent, however, butter should 
replace a substantial part of this 
consumption in the interest of

Eliada Builds Interest 
With Pure Breds 


Bottling Milk at Eliada 


oa in the Blue Ridge Moun- 
tains, four and one-half miles 
from Asheville, North Carolina, is 
the Eliada Home and Eliada Dairy 
Farm. The history of Eliada Home 
and the struggles and successes of 
Mr. and Mrs. Lucius B. Compton 
would read like a novel. With no 
financial backing but a great faith 
and a yearning desire to help un- 
fortunate children in North Caro- 
lina, Mr. Compton established the 
Eliada Orphanage in May, 1903. 
Through the untiring efforts of the 
Comptons and the generous sup- 
port of their thousands of friends, 
they have today a remarkable insti- 
tution. The first building was a 
one-room cabin located on four 
acres of land. They struggled for 
a number of years to get the work 
established, adding an acre a year 
to. their possessions. The first 
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building of any size was 
a large frame structure 
containing thirty-five 
rooms that was destroyed 
by fire twenty-one years 
ago. 

The object of the In- 
stitution was to provide a 
home for the absolutely 
destitute child—the child without 
name or any one to provide a home 
or to care for it—and Mr. and Mrs. 
Compton pledged themselves to 
give such children the kind of 
training and education that would 
make them self-sustaining and hon- 
orable citizens. The Institution 
never turns a child away without 
providing at least a high school 
education, if the boy or girl has the 
capacity, and then places the youth 
in some honorable profession. About 
365 children have made the Insti- 
tution their home from infancy 
through high school years and only 
three have proved unworthy. 

The Eliada Home for Children 
is not a child-placing institution, 
it is pre-eminently a home and no 
child is ever placed in another in- 
stitution or home when accepted at 
Eliada. Many of the children are

In Childrens’ Home

in positions of prominence. The 
first boy ever accepted is the head 
mechanic for the A. & P. truck de- 
partment; others are electricians, 
some are in newspaper offices, some 
of the girls have married business 
men, some are musicians and others 
are in domestic circles. 

A splendid illustration of the fact 
that this organization is not an in- 
stitution but a real home happened 
recently when the North Carolina 
field day was held at the farm. 
Several breeders arrived at the 
farm the evening before. In his 
true hospitable fashion, Mr. Comp- 
ton invited them to have dinner in 
the dining hall of the camp grounds 
where arrangements had been made 
to care for stragglers. During the 
course of the meal the visitors were 
introduced to two young ladies who 
were raised in the home. One had 
returned as a graduate nurse from 
a school in Philadelphia and the 
other had graduated from a secre- 
tarial course in some South Caro- 
lina city. The girls were asked 
why they were back at the Orphan- 
age and both replied immediately 
that they had returned “home” 
until they could secure positions. 
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Nine years ago Mr. Compton be- 
came convinced that some project 
should be adopted to make the farm 
more attractive for the children of 


the home. The difficulty had been 
that as soon as the children were 
old enough to earn their own living 
they all wanted to leave the farm 
and take up some mechanical trade, 
or go to some factory or city job. 
Searcely any of them ever stayed 
on the farm. A poor grade herd 
of cattle had been kept for the pur- 
pose of supplying milk to the insti- 
tution, but it was difficult to get the 
boys to take an interest in the dairy 
and barn work. It became evident 
that the lack of any attraction 
other than hard work caused the 
boys to leave the farm. 

In October, 1927, Mr. Compton 
purchased Myra of Garden Creek 
193981 and a young yearling bull 
known as Star’s Knight of Garden 
Creek 48792. These two yearlings 
were beautiful and at once the boys 
began to show an interest in caring 
for these two pure breds. Mr. 
Compton was as much in love with 
them as the children, or more so, 
for he soon purchased his third 
pure bred, Maywood Meddlesome 
139887, a cow in milk. The milk 
proved to be superior in every way 
to any other milk ever used at the 
Eliada Home. The flavor was dif- 
ferent, the color was golden even 
far below the cream line, and all the 
family wanted Maywood’s milk. 
Then, to make it possible for the 
family to have such milk, Mr. 
Compton went back to the Osborn 
herd and purchased Lilleo of Garden 
Creek 191371 and Easter of Gar- 
den Creek 171152. By this time 
the whole Eliada family became 
interested in Guernseys and en- 
joyed the extra quality milk. 

The following year the home pur- 
chased four more Guernseys at an 
auction in Leaksville, North Caro- 
lina. These included Constance of 
Sunset 109945, Itchen’s Lassie of 
Sunset 163160, Constance Panola 
of Sunset 230801 and Dolly Colore 


of Sunset 230802, making nine 
head of pure breds. The boys of 
the Institution showed such in- 
creased interest in the pure breds 
that all the grades were advertised 
for sale, and in two years’ time only 
pure breds remained in the herd. 

In February, 1928, three imported 
in-calf heifers were purchased from 
C. W. Barron through Walter S. 
Kerr, Cohasset, Massachusetts. 
They were beautiful things and 
each one proved a valuable animal 
to the herd. They also secured 
from the same source a young bull, 
Topsy’s Sequel of Oaks Farm 141087 
sired by Imp. Majesty of the Isle 
103774 and out of Chieftain’s Topsy 
of Oaks Farm 156926. He is now 
the senior sire of the Eliada Dairy 
Farm. Within a year the farm had 
purchased nine imported heifers, 
increasing the herd to nineteen 
head. 

The first bull, “‘Star’s Knight,’ 
was sold after breeding him to only 
two cows. The entire herd of ninety- 
four head is built upon the founda- 
tion of nine imported heifers, the 
eight cows and Topsy’s Sequel of 
Oaks Farm 141087, the senior herd 
sire. A son out of Imp. Pansy IV. 
of Lilyvale 233607, that was bred to 
Langwater Highlander 100892, was 


also used. This bull, June Boy of 
Eliada Farm 156322, is one of the 
junior sires. Another bull that was 
used in the herd was Imp. May Rose 
Lad of Eliada 155466 out of Imp. 
Holderness of Fermain 253826, a 
daughter of May Rose Lad of the 
Spurs 6153 E. G. H. B. The en- 
tire herd has been built from this 
combination of Valentine and Se- 
quel breeding, mixed with May Rose. 

The herd at Asheville now has 
sixty-six females, with forty cows 
in milk, and three bulls, while at 
the Eliada Home Farm at Niobe, 
New York, in Chautauqua County, 
there are twenty-four pure bred 
females and one imported bull. 
The herd in New York is managed 
by two older boys from the Eliada 
Home. Forty-eight official Ad- 
vanced Register records have been 
completed with an average of 
10498.7 pounds of milk and 477.9 
pounds of butter fat. These forty- 
eight records are in the following 
classes: Twenty-two in G, five in F, 
three in FF, three in E, two in D, 
three in C, two in B, seven in A and 
one in AA. 

It is under difficulties that the 
records are made on the farm for the 
cows are milked by different boys

In order to get the Futurity under- 

Entries way for the 1937 National Dairy 

For Futurity Show, entries must be made now 

and three five dollar fees paid—those 

of five dollars to cover the nomination fee, five dollars 

for January 1, 1935, and five dollars for January 1, 1936. 

Also, nomination fees should be paid now on animals 

dropped since January 1, 1935, for entry in the 1938 
Show. 

The preliminary rules for the Futurity are as follows: 

1, The Futurity shall be offered annually at the 
National Dairy Show in each of the five breeds for which 
prizes are awarded. 

2. All control and clerical work will be handled by 
the National Dairy Association. 

3. Rules of the National Dairy Association governing 
registration and ownership shall apply in this Futurity. 

4. The Futurity applies to females only and awards 
are based on judgments on individuality at the National 
Dairy Show, eligibility including the completion of an 
Advanced Register or Register of Merit test. 

5. An illustration of the fees to be paid and the age of 
animals participating is as follows: A heifer calf dropped 
after January 1, 1934, is nominated at birth and a 
nomination fee of five dollars is paid. Subsequent fees 
are paid as follows: Five dollars January 1, 1935; five 
dollars January 1, 1936; five dollars January 1, 1937, 
and twenty-five dollars when entered for competition 
in the 1937 Show. 

6. The first Futurity competition will be at the 1937 
National Dairy Show. This will be for heifers dropped 
after January 1, 1934, which have completed their 


record requirements by October 1, 1937. (To make it. 


possible to present the first Futurity in 1937, it is 
provided that the nomination of entries must be made 
and the first three fees of five dollars each paid by 
January 1, 1936.) 

7. All fees received for the Futurity shall be held by 
the National Dairy Association and may be paid out 
only as prizes in the Futurity. 

8. Failure to pay any fee when due shal] automatically 
cancel the entry, and all fees previously paid shall be 
forfeited. 

9. The total money to be awarded in the Futurity 
Show shall be divided among the ten best animals on 
the following percentage basis: twenty-five, twenty, 
twelve, ten, eight, seven, six, five, four and three. 

10. Animals entered and shown in the Futurity may 
compete in the regular classes of the Show, if properly 
entered. 


Cattle brought into the United 
Another States from countries other than 
Step Mexico must be tested and found 
negative for Bang’s Disease unless 
they are for immediate slaughter, according to a new 
regulation just issued by the United States Department 
of Agriculture. Mexico is not included under this 
regulation for the reason that the United States has a 
treaty with that country relating to the health of 
imported animals. The new provision, designated as 
amendment 1 to B. A. I. Order 352, becomes effective 
January 1, 1936. It applies to all cattle, six months old 
or more, imported for breeding or milking purposes. 
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Cattle tested in a foreign country and found negative 
for Bang’s Disease may be imported if accompanied by 
certificates signed by the proper officials who give the 
necessary information. The amendment also provides 
that a test may be made by an inspector of the Bureau 
of Animal Industry at the port of entry into the United 
States, in case the animals have not received the official 
test for Bang’s Disease. Any animals that react to the 
test at the port of entry will not be admitted but must 
either be returned by the shipper or slaughtered. 

Cattle cannot be imported from foreign countries 
unless they are in a healthy condition and the new 
provision is an additional safeguard against possible 
inroads of this serious disease of cattle. 


Farmers marketed $5,099,000,000 
worth of farm products in the first 
ten months of this year. They re- 
ceived in addition $464,000,000 in 
Government benefit payments. The total of $5,563,- 
000,000 compares with $5,249,000,000 in the first ten 
months of 1934. 

October sales of farm products increased more than 
seasonally, says the Bureau of Agricultural Economics 
reporting the income figures. Sales totaled $793,000,- 
000 compared with $638,000,000 in September, and 
with $692,000,000 in October last year. 

Benefit payments in October were $58,000,000, 
compared with $57,000,000 in September and with 
$76,000,000 in October last year. In October last year 
farmers also received $28,000,000 for cattle sold to the 
Government.

* There was a marked increase in income from truck 


crops and meat animals this October. Income from 
grains, fruits, and vegetables increased seasonally. 
Income from cotton was slightly higher than usual, 
but tobacco income increased less than usual. 

The movement of all types of meat animals to market 
was exceptionally large during October, but prices held 
up well, and a marked increase in income was reported. 
Income from marketings in November and December 
is expected to exceed income the last two months of 
1934.

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Gossip From Old 


Guernsey Island 


England has_ recently been 

presented with yet another 
young brother of the same name, 
whose associations are in this case 
still more closely identified with ours 
both geographically as well as in the 
interests of the inhabitants, I have 
taken the opportunity of starting 
the New Year with a new title to 
these notes, and trust that this will 
serve to avoid any confusion which 
might arise in the minds of the 
readers as to which of the two 
Guernsey Islands are referred to 
herein. 


Sin this ancient corner of Old 


As predicted last month the new 
proposal for the establishment of an 
Island aerodrome on a large tract of 
agricultural land in the Forest dis- 
trict was approved by the States or 
Parliament,—but only by one vote. 
Vested interests in the private 
*drome already in existence on the 
Island together with the large 
body of members who were still 
anxious to sit on the fence a while 
longer, put up a spirited fight 
against the recommendations of the 
experts. But though the principle 
of the State purchase of the site was 
adopted by the narrow majority 
mentioned above, an amendment 
was carried which postponed actual 
commencement of operations until 
receipt of a further report of the 
Aerodrome Committee on the possi- 
bility of still further reducing the 
acreage required, and consequently 
the cost. We are, therefore, still 
cooling our heels in anticipation of 
this report and in the meantime the 
world progresses without us. 

That the interests of farmers and 
agriculturalists generally will be 
safeguarded on this Committee, is 
assured by the addition to its 
members of Jurat Ernest de Garis, 
Honorary Secretary of the Royal 
Guernsey Agricultural and Horti- 
cultural Society, and James F. 
Carey, President of the Guernsey 
Farmers Association, both of whom 
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are well fitted for the duties and 


have the full confidence of the local 
farmers. 


Despite the short days of winter, 
interest in competitions among their 
members is kept alive by the various 
Societies on the Island by Weighing 
of Roots contests and great keenness 
is shown, as the numbers of entries 
prove. 

Although slight variations in the 
rules are made according to eondi- 
tions existing in the various parishes, 
the principle is approximately the 
same. A given area, usually one 
perch or twenty-one square feet, 
is entered from a total sowing whose 
minimum for qualification varies, 
and the roots are dug and weighed. 
These are classed as follows: Beets, 
Parsnips, Carrots, Turnips, Swedes, 
Mangolds and Mangolds after Early 
Potatoes. Entries in one Society’s 
show alone totalled twenty-one, 
which shows that there must still be 
corners of this little Island not yet 
covered by the ubiquitous glass- 
house. 

The highest individual production 
was that of C. W. de Garis of Clos 
Hoguet who turned the scale at 
1,881 pounds of beetroots from one 
perch of land. 

Other activities to which mem- 
bers of the various Societies always 
look forward at this time of the 
year are the social functions such as 
the annual dinner which usually 
precedes the General Meeting and 
winds up the year in a manner 
which goes to prove that the Guern- 
sey farmer knows how to play as 
hard as he works. 


Restrictions on the importation 
of hay and straw into the Island 
which have been in force for a 
considerable period due to the 
prevalence of Foot and Mouth dis- 
ease in England were recently re- 
moved, and in consequence six of 
the nearest Southern Counties are 
now open to compete for our trade 


which has for too long been con- 
fined to Norway and Sweden. 

Farmers and the community in 
general have also realized lately the 
very real menace to health and 
property of the large numbers of 
rats on the island and a proposal to 
appoint two full time experts in the 
destruction of these rodents was 
placed before the States. Although 
the matter was deferred for the 
further combined consideration of 
the Committee of Agriculture, the 
Board of Health and a special Rat 
Committee, its seriousness was ap- 
preciated when one speaker revealed 
that in the town of St. Peter Port 
alone rats annually account for over 
$50,000 worth of food. 


Attention has also been drawn 
lately to the absence of any defined 
legal butter fat standard in milk sold 
to the public. Within the last. few 
months two cases of adulteration by 
the addition of water have been 
brought home to dealers and though 
in: the first the culprit got off by 
pleading the lack of any recognized 
standard, the latest to indulge in 
this practice was not so lucky and 
was fined heavily. =o 

The fact that it has never.been 
found necessary to establish any 
such standard in the past speaks 
volumes for the general honesty of 
the farmer (even if it may also do 
the same for the credulity of a long- 
suffering public) but this blissful 
state of ignorance is not likely to 
last much longer as a result of the 
recent publicity, and laws will be 
formulated in due course which will 
make the ways of the transgressor 
at least easier to trace. 


One of Alderney’s best known- 
breeders, G. Mounce, has recently 
passed away after a short illness. 
Though not native born, Mounce 
had been a farmer in Alderney for 
over forty years, moving to that 
Island after three years in Guernsey 
whence he came from Devon, Eng- 
land. 


An unfortunate fire destroyed 
half a five-ton hay rick belonging to 
J. B. Guilbert of the Forest, but the 
loss was covered by the locally- 
owned and controlled Mutual In- 
surance Society. 


Shipments of cattle from the 
Island are now decreasing in num- 
ber, although entries for the periodi- 
cal sales on the mainland are still 
freely made, but the rough sea 
journey has deterred many farmers 
from exposing their animals to the 
dangers of the crossing.

Here in late fall the 
Canadian Show circuit champions 
come together to compete for ex- 
cellent purses and Dominion su- 
premacy. The ringside is much 
like our own—keen interest in every 
class and the usual enthusiastic 
support of favorites. 

An indication of the determina- 
tion of the leadership to bring the 
value of records to the attention 
of exhibitors is shown in the follow- 
ing rules: All females four years of 
age and under six, shown in the 
individual classes, which have not 
completed an official R. O. P. rec- 
ord shall be penalized by a deduc- 
tion of twenty per cent in the prize 
money won, and all females six 
years of age or over must have at 
least one R. O. P. record before 
becoming eligible to show; any 
other animal shown in the individu- 
a] classes must be from an R. O. P. 
qualified dam, or by an Advanced 
Register bull, or by an R. O. P. 
sire, or shall have itself qualified 
in the R. O. P.; otherwise the prize 
money won on such animal shall be 
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subject to a deduction of twenty 
per cent penalty. 

Carter Mixter King 4631, ex- 
hibited by Oakfield Estate, was 
senior and grand champion bull, 
while Oakfield Stella’s Mixter 12996, 
exhibited by the same farm, was 
junior champion bull. Reserve sen- 
ior and grand champion bull was 
Don-Alda Lad’s Majestic 11923, 
exhibited by Don-Alda Farms. 

Don-Alda Farms exhibited Lead- 
er’s Mayflower 13707 as senior and 
grand champion female, Wyebrook 
Beautiful Queen 14856 as junior 
champion female and Alfalfa Farm 
Belladonna 15269 as reserve junior 
champion female. Oakfield Estate 
exhibited the reserve senior and 
grand champion female in Bertha 
of Spruce Grove 7694. 

Nowhere in the States do we have 
quite the thoughtful presentation 
of a show that the Winter Royal 
has. Upon entering this show a 
flower display with thrilling present- 
ation greets one and it starts the 
day right, it also is the last thing in 
one’s mind as the day closes. 

The classes of Guernseys were 
not large and the ringside small, but 
when the distances of the Dominion, 
together with the number of Guern-

The best female class of the show 
was the two-year-olds and senior 
yearlings. The one fault of both 
male and female classes was the 
weakness of hind legs. Removing 
this fault, the show would place 
well up in the States.

herds located at the various 
agricultural colleges. Of particular 
interest is the addition to the Uni- 
versity of Wisconsin herd and the 
proving of sires at Kansas. 
Reports of the advancement were 
sent in by I. W. Rupel of the Uni- 
versity of Wisconsin and R. L. 
Holden. 

The University of Wisconsin 
has recently added some ex- 
cellent Guernsey cows to its pure 
bred dairy herd. A program of 
building a mastitis-free herd was 
launched on March 1, 1935. To 
carry this out a number of infected 
cows were sold for slaughter and a 
further group was placed in isolation 
quarters to be continued as breeders 
or to be used for experimental 
study of udder infections. By this 
means the main herd was freed of 
cows carrying udder infection and 
became a mastitis-free herd. This 
step results in a herd that has a 
clean bill of health on a threefold 
basis: Accredited tuberculosis-free, 
accredited Bang’s Disease-free, and 
now mastitis-free. 

In selecting animals for purchase 
stringent rules were followed in 
order that the new animals would 
reach the same standards that were 
set for the herd. Only herds that 
had removed their Bang’s reactors 
were considered as a source of cattle 
for purchase. Individual samples 
of milk were taken from each quar- 
ter of the udder and tested chem- 
ically and bacteriologically for evi- 
dence of mastitis. After passing 
these tests the animals purchased 
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N DDITIONS and progress are be-

were held in quarantine for thirty 
days and retested before they were 
added to the main herd. 

From the herd of Seymour Broth- 
ers, West Allis, two excellent ani- 
mals were obtained. At the time of 
purchase Grenfel Dora 362581 had 
been on test 138 days in class BBB 
producing 4108 pounds of milk and 
216.4 pounds of butter fat. Grenfel 
Periwinkle 395651 was on test in 
class DDD with 1219.9 pounds of 
milk and 48.7 pounds of butter in 
her first thirty-one days. The cows 
are being continued on test. Both 
are well-bred cows and_ should 
finish with creditable records. 

Two cows were purchased from 
W. T. Roe of Whitewater, Jefferson 
County. Purity Fanny 377193, a 
daughter of Shoreland Puritan 
154305, has a Cow Testing Associa- 
tion record of just over 400 pounds 
on a mature basis, made in her first 
lactation. Ingalwood Maid Nina 
376613, a daughter of Cherub’s 
Scout of Chippewa 106492, has an 
equally good cow testing associa- 
tion record. A third cow from Jef- 
ferson County was purchased from 
Wilbur Becker, Fort Atkinson. She 
was Fawndaway Merry May 342869. 
In her first lactation she produced in 
cow testing association work 331 
pounds of butter fat in 310 days, or 
equivalent to 414 pounds of butter 
fat on a mature basis. Her dam, 
May of Alvadean 152831, is an out- 
standing long-time producer under

the Association test, averaging near- 
ly 500 pounds butter fat for a num- 
ber of years, and holding the Wis- 
consin AHI record with 10579.8 
pounds of milk and 557.4 pounds of 
butter fat.

HE sale at Wooster, Ohio, on 
TT October 4 was the twenty- 

fourth consignment of the 
state association and consisted of 
forty-nine animals that sold for 
$7,275, an average of $148.44. The 
sale had thirty-one consignors and 
twenty-seven buyers, two of whom 
were from Pennsylvania and one 
from New York. 

Dr. James M. Blackwood of New 
Castle, Pennsylvania, purchased 
three cows that included Cherub’s 
Lilly of Goodrich Farm 237766 that 
topped the sale at $350. She is an 
eight-year-old cow that has two 
official records, 460.8 pounds of 
butter fat in class E, and 591.8 
pounds of butter fat in AA (un- 
official). She also has an excellent 
show yard record. She was bred 
by J. S. Yoder of Wooster and con- 
signed by C. B. Heifner of Sullivan. 

The Telling-Belle Vernon Com- 
pany of Cleveland was the heaviest 
buyer of the sale. They secured 
eight milking cows for $990. Three 
of the top bred heifers went to Em- 
madine Farm. Quite a bit of inter- 
est centered in the cow, Duke’s 
Dimple of H. F. 342212, consigned 
by Brooks Havens of Delaware and 
sold to Willyard Brothers of Ra- 
venna at $250. She with Fran- 
chester Collette 395142, a bred 
heifer by Green Meadow Constant 
89353, that sold to Emerson A. 
Mizer of Cadiz tied for second high 
cow. Another interesting fact of 
the sale is that Paul E. Schepflin of 
Fremont made his first consign- 
ment, that of an excellent seventeen 
months old heifer and drew last 
position. Paul was a bit blue over 
the situation, but when he led the 
heifer into the ring, bidding started 
briskly at $100 and shortly ended 
at $200. She went to A. E. Ander- 
son of Glendale, who has a very 
choice herd of Guernseys. 

G. F. Mason, William Erf, C. R. 
Huston, and Otto C. Kline were in 
charge of the sale. Cattle were 
tested for mastitis by veterinarians 
before the sale and retested at the 
sale by the committee. Not a 
cow showed a trace. The commit- 
tee is in accord with our statement 
that members must “let loose” 
some good Advanced Register cows 
for the next sale.

‘‘Peggy”’ was sired by Saugerties 
Africander 116932, the sire of eleven 
Advanced Register daughters, and 
out of Faithstone’s Penelope 219324 
with a record of 15306.2 pounds of 
milk and 717.4 pounds of butter 
fat in class A. 


Bang’s Disease Program 


D®: C. G. BRANDT, College of 
Agriculture at Cornell Uni- 
versity, estimates that at least fif- 
teen to eighteen per cent of all cows 
in New York State are infected with 
Bang’s Disease and are possible 
sources of infection. Such an esti- 
mate, based on decreased produc- 
tion and reproduction, means an 
annual loss of approximately $10,- 
000,000 which our dairy industry 
ean ill afford to carry as an ever 
increasing liability. 

The ‘‘Greene County Farm Bu- 
reau News” contains the following 
excellent summary relative to in- 
formation of the New York State 
and Federal program for elimination 
of Bang’s Disease under the test- 
ing program. 


For January 1, 1936 


“The testing of cattle for Bang’s 
Disease under the Federal emergen- 
cy appropriation by the United 
States Bureau of Animal Industry, 
in cooperation with the New York 
State Department of Agriculture 
and Markets, has been carried on 
in New York State since September, 
1934. Cattle owners who wish to 
cooperate in this campaign for the 
elimination of Bang’s Disease, and 
receive the benefit of Federal in- 
demnity payment, may sign the 
revised T. E. Form 33 Bang’s Dis- 
ease Agreement, binding themselves 
to cause all reacting animals to be 
marketed and slaughtered under 
Federal or State supervision; to 
safeguard their herds in purchasing 
new animals, to maintain sanitary 
safeguards, and to retest at inter- 
vals. The owner also agrees to 
continue blood-testing the animals 
in his herd in accordance with the 
Bang’s Disease plan of this state 
when he is no longer eligible under 
the Federal plan. 

“The drawing of blood samples 
will be handled by veterinarians in 
the employ of the Federal Govern- 
ment, and the samples will be tested 
in an Official state laboratory with- 
out expense to the owner. The 
reacting cattle are appraised and 
marketed by the State Appraisers. 
When appraising Bang’s Disease 
reactors, due consideration is to 
be given their breeding value as well 
as their actual dairy or meat value. 
Appraisals are to be made only on 
the merits of each particular animal 
and not with the idea that full 
Federal indemnity payment is to 
be made in each case irrespective of 
the value of the animal. Under 
this new agreement, the Govern- 
ment now makes indemnity pay- 
ment according to appraised values 
up to a maximum of twenty-five 
dollars per head for grade cattle, 
and fifty dollars for registered pure 
bred cattle. In addition, the owner 
will receive the proceeds of the 
salvage, but in no case can be paid 
more than the appraised value of 
the animal. 


“In the beginning of the project, 
it was decided to limit the number 
of tests to be applied to the original 
and one retest under the Federal 
plan, and the owner was expected 
to carry on the work under the state 
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plan after the second test. With 
the additional funds now available, 
it will be possible to conduct two 
additional herd tests of infected 
herds, if the owner so desires. If 
reactors are found on retests, and 
they are eliminated, the owners will 
receive Federal payment on the 
same basis as they have in instances 
where reactors are found on the 
original test and first retest. 

“The problem of dealing with 
diseased herds is not an easy one. 
Where it is practical and eco- 
nomically possible to do so, blood 
testing, followed by the slaughter of 
the animals that react, is the quick- 
est and perhaps surest way of get- 
ting rid of the disease. It is often 
beyond the means of the unaided 
cattlemen to carry out such an un- 
dertaking, but with the help of the 
Federal program for giving him a 
start in combating the malady and 
taking care of a large part of the 
expense, he can at a much reduced 
rate continue the work until the 
disease is eradicated. It should be 
borne in mind that unless the com- 
bined undertaking or blood testing 
and slaughter is carried through to 
completion, the work already ac- 
complished may be undone and the 
herd eventually left in as bad or 
worse condition than it was when 
work was begun. Herd owners 
should therefore inform themselves 
thoroughly in regard to the restric- 
tions that are contained in the re- 
vised Bang’s Disease Agreement, 
and should not sign this contract 
unless they intend to comply with 
all its provisions.

ing degree in the Greystone herd. 
One daughter, Lizzie Hill of Maple- 
wood 224340, has a class B record 
of 13077.8 pounds of milk and 621.4 


pounds of butter fat. On his sire’s 
side, through Highland Chief Jus- 
tice 79640, with nine Advanced 
Register and three Advanced Regis- 
ter sons, ‘‘Model”’ traces to Ultra 
Select 47137 with thirty-three Ad- 
vanced Register daughters and nine 
Advanced Register sons. Through 
the dam of ‘Magellan,’ Ultra 
Lilly 72473, with a record of 
15045.8 pounds of milk and 746.6 
pounds of butter fat in class C, 
sired by Ne Plus Ultra 15265 with 
forty-eight Advanced Register 
daughters and thirty-five Advanced 
Register sons, “‘ Model”’ carries pro- 
duction all the way through. His 
dam, Greystone Betsy May 256804, 
has 11081.4 pounds of milk and 
577.8 pounds of butter fat in class 
C. She is sired by Gayhead’s 
Ultra May Boy 60726, with six 
Advanced Register daughters and 
three Advanced Register sons, that 
in turn is sired by Gayhead’s Ultra 
May King 40432 with fifteen Ad- 
vanced Register daughters and five 
Advanced Register sons. Betsy 
May’s dam, Glorious Betsy 97065, 
has a record of 10893.3 pounds of 
milk and 613.3 pounds of butter 
fat in class A. 

Mr. Brown also purchased from 
H. C. Tripp, Dryden, four heifer 
calves all sired by Lakeside Prince 
189724, by the same breeding as 
some purchased from this herd last 
year. ‘Prince,’ through Edgewood 
Hope’s Anchor 156731, goes back 
through Ultra’s Anchor of Edge- 
mere 68368 with fourteen Ad- 
vanced Register daughters, to Ul- 
tra’s Secret Knight of Edgemere 
52783. Mr. Tripp’s herd is one of 
the real good farm herds in central 
New York. It is topping right up 
in a cow-testing association and has 
recently been placed under the 
Dairy Herd Improvement Associa- 
tion. During the past year this 
herd of between fifteen and twenty 
cows, over half of them first and 
second calf heifers, have averaged 
416 pounds of butter fat on two 
milkings a day, standing right in 
the stanchions.

bee other day K. C. Sly, manager 

of the McDonald Farms, Cort- 
land, remarked that he wondered 
what had become of May Royal’s 
Sheik 146505. He was interested 
to know that after completing a 
very unusually successful show cir- 
cuit in 1928 and 1929 he had been 
purchased by H. M. Brown of 
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Savada Farms where he has been 
herd sire since that time. Sheik’s 
daughters have developed with a 
uniformity of type and production 
that has been pleasing in herds in 
central New York. 


H. W. Pearson and J. A. Wil- 
liams, Kirkland, have eight of 
Sheik’s daughters which they pur- 
chased as heifer calves from Mr. 
Brown and have grown to fourteen 
months with exceptional develop- 
ment on pasture in summer and dry 
roughage alone during the winter. 
They also purchased Bonnie Brae 
Sioux 197691, as a calf from the 
Bonnie Brae herd prior to its dis- 
posal. ‘‘Sioux”’ is sired by King’s 
Advocator 126310, now senior herd 
sire at Oscar Kinney’s Waldorf 
Farm, North Chatham. King’s Ad- 
vocator 126310 is sired by Itchen 
King 49803, and his dam, Warrior’s 
Daybreak of Suburban Farm 110529, 
has a record of 14306.3 pounds of 
milk and 771.7 pounds of butter 
fat in class A. In the lower letter 
divisions Advocator’s daughters are 
making many Advanced Register 
records of over 600 pounds. 


It is both a pleasure and a privi- 
lege to visit the many wonderful 
Guernsey herds located on Long 
Island. Time limitation does not 
permit the calling on all of them or 
spending as long a period as desired 
at each place visited. H. L. Bat- 
terman is introducing some Butter- 
fat blood for his Beaverbrook Farm 
at Millneck, Long Island. He is 
doing this through a heifer and a bull 
calf obtained from James A. Mof- 
fett, Queenstown, Maryland. Mr. 
Batterman has some wonderfully 
promising heifers which will freshen 
shortly and will be tested as they 
freshen. These are mostly of Lang- 
water breeding. Going down 
through the herd one is impressed 
by the number of excellent cows 
with records well over 700 pounds 
including Eastover’s Gift of Home- 
stead Farm 147845 with 13610.7 
pounds of milk and 781.6 pounds of 
butter fat in class A; one heifer on 
test, Georgia of Cold Springs Har- 
bor 352907, during October aver- 
aged 7.2 per cent on two milkings a 
day in class DDD, and for 140 
days on the 305 day test she has 
produced 242.52 pounds of butter 
fat. Her dam, Georgina of Home- 
stead Farm 243403, has 16643.7 
pounds of milk with 879.6 pounds of 
butter fat in class C. 


Thatch Meadow Farm at St. 
James, Long Island, owned by G. W. 
Bacon, was established in 1913 ac- 
cording to Superintendent K. C. 


Snedeker. They are finding that 
the sale of ‘““GOLDEN GUERNSEY” 
milk is in such demand that it is 
hard to keep a sufficient supply to 
meet their requirements. 


The herd at Old Acres Farm is 
owned by Mrs. Robert Bacon, Sr., 
Westbury, Long Island, and under 
the capable management of Miss 
Eleanor E. Miller. Through the 
use of the blood of such bulls as 
Langwater Marmion 60160, Lang- 
water Steadfast 31672, and Lang- 
water Valor 79775, it is no wonder 
that this herd combines unusual size 
and uniformity with real quality. 
Size is usually attained at some 
sacrifice in quality but the females 
in this herd could not be criticised 
for a lack in quality as they possess 
unusual size and production. 


Mrs. Fleet K. Smith’s small but 
excellent herd at East Northport, 
Long Island, is finding a ready 
market of satisfied customers 
through selling under the trade- 
mark. Their present herd sire, 
Sovereign’s Hank of Oldacres 
201265, is by Langwater Sovereign 
136214. Their herd tests an aver- 
age of over five per cent, with high 
color, and the last bacteria test was 
only 1,700 count. Close personal 
attention to cleanliness and proper 
cooling in the milk house are at- 
tributed by Mrs. Smith as the fac- 
tors which will pay big dividends 
by a low count milk of exceptional 
natural high quality flavor. 


John Clark, Manager of Marshall 
Field’s Caumsett Farm at Hunting- 
ton, Long Island, recently pur- 
chased Langwater Count 204888, 
bred by John S. Ames, from W. W. 
MecKitrick and Son, Columbus, 
Ohio. “Count” is by Langwater 
Merrymaker 166128, a full brother 
to Langwater Queen of Joy 307375 
with 14339.7 pounds of milk and 
658.5 pounds of butter fat in class 
G; and out of Langwater Country 
Blossom 307376 with 11936.3 
pounds of milk and 607.7 pounds of 
butter fat in class G. This is to be 
expected as her sire, Langwater 
Pharaoh 98719, has fourteen Ad- 
vanced Register sons and twenty- 
seven Advanced Register daughters. 

One of Pharaoh’s daughters, 
Beechford’s Coronet 382093, was 
purchased by J. M. McDonald, 
Cortland, at Harry Bailey’s Beech- 
ford Farm’s Sale last October. We 
recently tried to get Manager K. C. 
Sly to sell this heifer at a real figure 
and were informed she was not for 
sale. 

John may well feel proud of 
the Advanced Register records made 
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at Caumsett Farm. A total of 
seventy-seven cows so tested aver- 
aged 12894.5 pounds of milk with 


637.8 pounds of butter fat. In- 
cluded among the many outstand- 
ing females of this great herd is 
Illustrator’s Christine 210780, a 
line bred Hayes Rosie cow, whose 
record of 19729.4 pounds of milk 
with 933.3 pounds of butter fat in 
class A is the highest record for 
any breed on Long Island. A day 
would be all too short for a visit to 
Caumsett Farm. 

Royal B. Freas, Appinvale Farm, 
Schodack Landing, reports the sale 
of Appinvale’s Sir Randolph 220098, 
a two-year-old son of Bellview’s 
Hall 195760, tracing to Lone Pine 
Senator 59906 with twenty-one Ad- 
vanced Register daughters and nine 
Advanced Register sons.

great heifers in the White herd. 

Green Meadow Artless 389614 is 
an outstanding two-year-old daugh- 
ter of Langwater Philosopher 
187794. Art Klussendorf thought 
she would be even better than Rex’s 
Leota 381986 in another year. She 
joined her dam, Green Meadow 
Artist 334137 and her maternal sis- 
ter in the McDonald Farms herd. 

Coronation Juanita 447552, that 
is a full sister to the great cow, 
Green Meadow Joan 349479 now 
on test in the Galusha herd, has 
made in 212 days 12477.1 pounds 
of milk and 553.25 pounds of butter 
fat in class A. 

Coronation Minuet 456698 is a 
yearling daughter of Green Meadow 
Ambler 199077 that made a good 
show record as a yearling. Minu- 
et’s dam is Green Meadow Minuet 
356033, that was not only successful 
in the show circuit but has 708.7 
pounds of butter fat in class F to 
her credit. 

Coronation Quaker Girl 447553 
is a real outstanding calf sired by 
the full brother of Green Meadow 
Minuet 356033, Green Meadow Ma- 
homet 206546, that now heads the 
Rosemount herd for H. J. Heinz. 
Quaker Girl’s dam is now on test in 


the Galusha herd and promises to ex- 
ceed 700 pounds of butter fat. She 
is sired by Green Meadow Corona- 
tion Prince 109429 out of the great 
old show cow, Aiyukpa Queen 
221553, grand champion at the New 
York State Fair in 1934 and twice 
a first prize winner at the National 
Dairy show. Her dam won three 
firsts and a junior championship at 
the National Dairy Show. 

The ninth member of this group, 
Vallevue Alice 436210, is a daughter 
of May Royal’s Alice 314787, 9371.3 
pounds of milk and 491.3 pounds of 
butter fat in class BBB, a full sister 
to Valor’s Beauty 369564 that sold 
for $1,650 at the 1934 Emmadine 
sale, being the sensational two- 
year-old of that year. This heifer 
is sired by Supreme’s Royal 206530, 
a son of Royal Supreme 137088, 
out of Mayprince’s Echo 249144. 

Mr. McDonald and Mr. Sly are 
indeed to be congratulated on ac- 
quiring this outstanding group of 
females, as they will undoubtedly 
prove a great foundation on which 
to build and prove a lasting benefit 
not only in the McDonald farm herd 
but to Guernsey breeders in general 
in New York State. 


Garnsey Tests Herd for Bang’s 
Disease 
whines experience of Cyrus Garnsey, 
Jr., Seneca Falls,* with Bang’s 
Disease, reported in the November 
issue of Onondaga County Farm 
Bureau News, is of great value and 
interest, because many breeders 
are today confronted with a similar 
situation. Summarizing, Mr. Garn- 
sey writes in part: 

“‘After maintaining the herd for 
years, Bang’s Disease appeared. 
It took some time to admit, even 
to ourselves, that we had it. The 
loss of each calf was attributed to 
some other cause. However, we 
did blood test and some cows that 
were apparently healthy in that 
they calved and looked all right, 
showed positive. This made us 
suspicious of the blood test. 


INFECTED Cows LOSE MONEY 


“‘After a while, we noticed that 
these positive but apparently 
healthy cows were declining in the 
quality of milk that they produced. 
Checking this up closely, we found 
that a positive cow was a losing 
proposition no matter how good she 
looked or how free she might be 
from any outward evidence of 
Bang’s Disease. 

““‘We were sick at heart. We 
were kept busy giving medicine, 
douching cows, expecting mishaps. 

Our veterinary bill was large and 
it was increasing. Our milk check 
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had lost its dependability. Our 
udder trouble seemed to be on the 


increase. We were running short 
of calves and young stock. In fact, 
if we were making any progress in 
our dairy farming, that progress 
was unmistakably in the direction 
of the setting sun. Nevertheless, 
we were unwilling to accept the 
blood test as a sufficient and de- 
pendable guide. 

“All this was while our thinking 
was cluttered up with speculations 
as to the relation of Bang’s Disease 
to undulant fever. These specu- 
lations were far removed from any 
knowledge we _ possessed. The 
proposition was a scientific one and 
I am now surprised that we wasted 
so much time upon our uninformed 
discussions of it. It was Bang’s 
Disease not undulant fever that was 
affecting the money making of our 
dairy herd. We read everything 
that we could lay our hands on. 
What we read seemed conflicting 
and sometimes even contradictory. 
We were mystified more and more. 

“Eventually we recognized that 
in Bang’s Disease we were con- 
fronted with a technical and pro- 
fessional question and that at near- 
by Cornell was one of the authori- 
ties on the disease. We went there 
and, of course, found that they 
knew more about Bang’s Disease 
than we had dreamed that there 
was to be known. Right then we 
headed, or were headed, out of our 
trouble. 

Wuat Dip WE Do? 

‘“‘We had our entire herd blood 
tested—mind you, the entire herd, 
every cow in it tested at the same 
time. We came to recognize the 
significance of the fact that our 
cows which tested negative had 
been exposed to infection through 
contact with our other cows. Hence, 
for a short time, we tested often to 
detect any cow which might change 
from negative to positive. We, of 
course, kept all freshening cows 
apart from our cows and we disin- 
fected them by spraying. We kept 
them apart and sprayed them long 
enough to be sure that they would 
carry no infection to the stable or 
pasture. 

‘‘We stopped giving medicine or 
even trying to cure Bang’s Disease 
in the cow. That stopped a lot of 
medicine and veterinary bills. We 
got rid of positive cows as best we 
could. Bang’s Disease and the 
allied troubles that go with it, be- 
gan to recede. Sticking to our job 
in a homely, laborious and pains- 
taking way, we now have a herd 
that has been free from Bang’s Dis- 
ease for several years. 

“Yes, it did cost to do this, but 
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it cost us less than the spread of 
disease did. It is surprising how 
small a portion of the eradication 
expenditure need be in _ out-of- 
pocket cash. The bulk of the ex- 
penditure that is called for is in 
labor, in time, in painstaking, and 
in kindred, homely virtues.”’ 


Effects of the Drought 


| ageangaen even such a catastrophe 
as the recent devastating 
drought is not without benefit to a 
long time livestock breeding pro- 
gram. 

It is a reasonable assumption that 
in the affected areas the less hardy 
and inferior individuals in all classes 
of livestock were the first to suc- 
cumb and constituted by far the 
larger portion of livestock sold for 
slaughter. While it is true that a 
high percentage of the cattle affect- 
ed were beef cattle, the fact remains 
that with all classes of livestock this 
was our first experience with an 
enforced selection for breeding pur- 
poses. 


It should result, and probably 
will, in raising the average indivi- 
dual standard of excellence of cattle 
in the affected areas. When these 
herds are reestablished they will be 
on a breeding basis which should 
produce greater superiority of both 
individuality and production. Such 
increase will also probably be accom- 


plished on the basis of superior 
efficiency and economy of produc- 
tion in terms of feed unit require- 
ments. 


The possible influence of this en- 
forced selection program will in 
time reflect on breeding establish- 
ments in areas not directly in the 
drought sections by demanding and 
expecting such breeding establish- 
ments to at least meet and probably 
exceed this increased drought area 
herd efficiency. It may mean that 
Eastern herds will have to raise 
their standards of selection to in- 
crease the breeding and production 
value of sale offerings to meet the 
competition and demands of western 
herds.

F yer S. Bergh, manager of North- 
shire Farm, Salem Center, New 
York, reports the death of Fleurette 
of Northshire 221629. She had a 
world’s record when made of 12254.2 
pounds of milk and 654.2 pounds of 
butter fat in class EEE. Her old- 
est daughter, Donna Fleurette of 
Northshire 374735, now on test in 
class F, has produced 14242.2 
pounds of milk and 565.3 pounds 
of butter fat in 299 days. 

Coventry Fleur Du Jardin 170880, 
the dam of “‘ Fleurette,”’ has a record 
in class A of 16609.8 pounds of milk 
and 743.8 pounds of butter fat.

health as well as palatability and 
flavor. 

It is needless to say that in the 
face of these tremendous adver- 
tising expenditures and promotive 
effort by manufacturers of these 
prepared fats, butter cannot hope 
to secure its proportionate share in 
the housewives’ use of cooking fats 
unless an adequately financed pro- 
gram is put in operation by the but- 
ter industry which will convince the 
housewife of the flavor and health 
value of butter as well as ultimate 
economy in its use. 

Changes have taken place during 
the past five years in the attitude 
of mind of housewives regarding the 
expenditure of her food budget that 
are far-reaching and will continue 
for some time. We must not lose 
sight of the fact that eighty per cent 
of the people in this country are 
living on a wage scale within $2,500 
per year and there are millions on 
much less than that. 

Many surveys made during the 
last two years in order to ascertain 
what influences the purchase of one 
form of household necessity as 
against another, show, among other 
things, one outstanding fact. Five 
years ago the housewife, in consid- 
ering the expenditure of the family 
budget, simply asked herself: 
‘‘What should we have?” Today 
she is asking herself, ‘“What can 
we get along without?”’ That con- 
dition presents a definite challenge 
to the butter industry of this coun- 
try. We must convince the house- 
wife, who actually expends ninety 
per cent of the entire family food 
budget, that butter is not only 
something that she should have, but 
something that she cannot afford 
to omit. This fact must be estab- 
lished in her mind as a fixed con- 
viction so that in times of the utmost 
stress, or when prices seem beyond 
her budget limits, she will still con- 
tinue to buy some butter. 


Housewife Largely Determines 
Price 


N spite of all theorizing or experi- 

mentation on price regulation, 
the fact remains that the housewife 
is largely the determining factor 
as to the price at which any one food 
product can be sold. We had a 
striking illustration of this during 
the first five months of this year. 
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By reason of a temporary change 
in the apparent supply of butter 
during the first four months of 1935, 
the average wholesale price of New 
York extras advanced 10.5 cents a 
pound above the same period of 
1934 with the result that there was 
a substantial decrease in butter 
consumption; and this decrease 
lasted through most of the flush 
period of butter production for 
1935 with a resultant rapid and large 
increase in visible supplies. 

If the housewife had the convic- 
tion butter was so important to the 
health and well-being of her family 
that she could not afford to omit it, 
she might have temporarily reduced 
the amount she bought but she cer- 
tainly would not have reduced her 
butter buying to the extremely low 
point finally reached. 


What Decreased Consumption 
Means to the Farmer 


HIS sudden decrease in butter 

consumption which began last 
winter and carried through a good 
part of the summer reduced the 
price of New York extras during the 
flush period of production in 1935 
1.5 cents per pound as compared 
with 1934 and about the same 
amount as compared with a five- 
year average for such time. This 
amounted to a loss to farmers pro- 
ducing cream of more than twelve 
million dollars during the flush 
period of butter production this 
year; or approximately one hundred 
thousand dollars a day, to say 
nothing of the losses to those en- 
gaged in the manufacture and sale 
of butter as a result of these condi- 
tions. 

In other words, the expenditure 
of a half million dollars a year to 
fix in the consumers mind the im- 
portance and necessity of butter 
in the diet might and probably 
would have avoided this loss of 
twelve million dollars to farmers 
engaged in producing cream for 
buttermaking. Or, to state it an- 
other way, farmers paid, through 
loss on their butterfat, not only 
what it would cost to carry on an 
educational sale program to sta- 
bilize butter consumption but twen- 
ty-four times more without a possi- 
ble chance of receiving any benefit 
from it. 


Relationship of All Dairy 


Products Inseparable 


HAT I have said about increased 

consumption of milk and but- 
ter is equally applicable to cheese 
and ice cream. Cheese consump- 
tion is less than one-half of what it 
should be. It has remained fairly 
steady during the past two years. 
In 1933 it was far below what it 
should be and, of course, is still in 
that undesirable position. The pos 
sibility of doubling the consumption 
of cheese offers an inviting oppor- 
tunity to the dairy industry as one 
of the means of restoring former 
conditions, but if cheese consump- 
tion was even doubled, as already 
stated, it would only supply the lost 
production of four and one-half 
billion pounds of milk. 

For some reason the consumption 
of ice cream has been more severely 
hit than any other branch of the 
dairy industry. It has dropped 
from a maximum estimated factory 
production in 1925 of two hundred 
fifty-four million gallons to an esti- 
mated production in 1934 of one 
hundred fifty million gallons, or a 
loss of forty per cent. 

The consumption of ice cream 
would be assisted to some extent if 
the family unit of milk consumption 
was increased to the optimum 
amount recommended by science 
and to which reference has already 
been made. This would apply to 
butter and cheese as well. The 
fact that such is the case shows how 
completely nationalized the dairy 
industry has become and how de- 
pendent any one group engaged in 
the manufacture or marketing of 
dairy products is dependent upon 
the other. The time has long since 
passed when we can or should be 
thinking in terms of any one branch 
of this industry separate and apart 
from another. This follows through 
from the farm to the doorstep, 
kitchen or table of the consumer. 

The main purpose of this entire 
Council program is to show as em- 
phatically as possible the need of 
and opportunities for an adequately 
financed program for increasing the 
consumption of all dairy products. 

As a preface to what I shall say 
regarding finances, let me refer to 
the fact that this industry in all its 
branches during the past two years 
has been thrown into a state of con- 
fusion and bewilderment in which, 
notwithstanding its efforts to adjust 
itself to regulatory efforts and not- 
withstanding the time and money 
that has been spent in such efforts, 
it still finds itself confronted with 
a loss in production and consump- 
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tion of four and one-half billion 
pounds of milk, or one-fourth of all 
it gained over a period of ten years. 
Isn’t it time now for this great 
industry, on which so much depends, 
to institute an effort of its own to 
extricate itself from this state of 


confusion and retrogression? For- 
tunately, its products occupy such 
an important relation to life and 
health, there is available to it every 
avenue of approach to the consumer 
through all educational, health and 
welfare groups. It is widely known 
these groups have a sympathetic 
attitude toward and are willing to 
assist in increasing the consumption 
of milk and its products, in the in- 
terest of health and well-being, pro- 
vided the approach through them 
rests on sound and ethical methods. 
With this condition and these op- 
portunities available, it does seem 
the industry should be able and 
willing to provide the funds neces- 
sary for a constructive national 
program of educational work and 
the necessary advertising to make 
such a program most effective. 
Funds for this purpose should be 
provided by each group in the in- 
dustry in their proportionate share 
and should be so expended that 
each will receive its share of bene- 
fits with due regard at all times to a 
balanced program of consumption. 
There should be no apprehension or 
fear that under such a program any 
given group will not receive its pro- 
portionate share of increased con- 
sumption. If properly integrated, 


such a program is certain to bring 
the advantage to each group in the 
industry which it is entitled to re- 
ceive. 

Has this industry the confidence 
in itself, the courage and the will 
that is necessary to do the job? I 
firmly believe it has. But it must 
first throw off the lethargy that now 
holds it in this state of confusion 
and bewilderment and dedicate it- 
self to the determination and effort 
that is necessary. 

The real question is: How can this 
be done? Paradoxical as it may 
seem, this industry must base its 
program on a determined effort to 
increase consumption that will in- 
vite increased production and not 
wait for production to pile up sur- 
pluses before effort is made to in- 
crease consumption. In _ other 
words, production must follow in- 
creasing market demand, rather 
than precede it. Otherwise, the 
whole program would be self-de- 
structive. 

The development of plans for 
financing necessarily rests with the 
various groups in the industry. 
Years of experience and effort 
forces me to the conclusion that 
adequate funds for this promotive 
work in a national way cannot be 
secured on a voluntary contribu- 
tion basis. Such a plan inevitably 
results in inequality for the reason 
that comparatively few in number 
would bear the burden. Any plan 
of financing should be one in which 
most of those embraced in each 


product group, and who will be 
benefitted, will participate. 

The limited time allowable for 
this address does not permit sug- 
gested details of definite plans for 
raising funds. These must neces- 
sarily be worked out in conference 
by the industry itself either in 
groups or by general conferences 
with representatives from each 
group. The Council has definite 
outlines of plans of how it believes 
the promotive and advertising work 
can be done most effectively when 
funds are available. This applies 
to a program national in character. 

Funds for work in local markets, 
through Council unit organizations, 
are always provided through a 
check-off plan which is borne equally 
by producers and milk dealers in 
such a market. A promotive cam- 
paign, national in character, would 
logically and effectively fit into and 
be benefitted by such localized mar- 
ket effort and each such local mar- 
ket, in turn, would be directly bene- 
fitted by a program national in char- 
acter.

Mr. Schultz had mated the bull 
with grade Holstein, grade Guern- 
sey and pure bred Guernsey cows 
and without exception the daugh- 
ters were desirable type. In fact, 
the bull had been crossed back 
twice to his own daughters with good 
results. 

Dam and daughter comparisons 
show that the mature equivalent 
production of six dams with which

Protecting Flavor of Milk 


(Continued from page 7) 


injured by pasteurization, and if 
the milk is used by infants or chil- 
dren, vitamin C should be supplied 
by feeding orange or tomato juice. 
Milk fat, under ideal conditions 
of storage, will remain unchanged 
for several weeks or months. Ordi- 
narily, however, the fat will undergo 
auto-oxidation, a process hastened 


by certain metals or their ions, by 
high temperatures, or by sunlight. 
The products of oxidation cause the 
fiavors designated as ‘“‘oxidized,”’ 


“cappy,” ‘‘papery,”’ “oily,” and 
‘“‘tallowy.’’ In some instances milk 
produced by _ individual cows, 


though protected from sunlight or 
from corrodable metals, has de- 
veloped ‘‘oxidized’’ flavor after 
three days’ storage at forty degrees 
Fahrenheit. The most common 
cause has been found to be contact 
with metals that are to some extent 
soluble in milk—copper and its 
alloys, brass, bronze, ambrac and 
mone! metal, all of which will hasten 
the development of oxidized flavors. 
Pure nickel is even more soluble in 
milk and under certain conditions 
also causes these flavors. The so- 
called stainless steel alloys consist- 
ing of eighteen parts chromium, 
eight parts nickel and the remainder 
iron, and a chromium-nickel alloy 
of twelve parts chromium, eighty- 
three parts nickel and five parts iron 
are not soluble in milk and do not 
influence its flavor. Well-tinned 
copper or iron is a protection as long 
as the tin coating remains over the 
entire surface. Glass-enameled iron 
surfaces likewise have no influence. 

As corrodable metals are more 
soluble in milk at warm tempera- 
tures, pasteurized milk is more 
likely thanraw milk to develop the 
oxidized flavors unless pasteurized 
in non-corrodable equipment. The 
defect, though not present immed- 
iately after pasteurization, develops 
after one to three days’ storage be- 
low fifty degrees Fahrenheit. The 
increased use of pasteurization has 
emphasized in recent years the

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needfulness of non-corrodable milk- 
handling equipment. Such equip- 
ment is further made desirable by 
the increased use of household re- 
frigerators which prolong the “‘life”’ 
of the milk. If metals are dissolved, 
the longer storage period will permit 
the development of oxidized flavors. 

All types of dairy equipment can 
now be obtained in non-corrodable 
metals. Though the first cost is 
greater than for tinned copper or 
tinned steel, the durability, appear- 
ance, and protection afforded justify 
the extensive use of such apparatus 
in the dairy industry. 

Oxidized flavors in milk are also 
caused by exposure to direct sun- 
light for a few minutes or to indirect 
sunlight for several hours. The 
consumer has a part in protecting 
milk from this defect. A covered 
receptacle should be provided for 
the deposit of the bottles as de- 
livered, or the milk taken into the 
house immediately. 

Bacteria play a roll in certain 
flavor defects of milk, especially 
after several days’ storage at a 
temperature of fifty degrees Fahren- 
heit. Most commonly they cause 
the sour taste with which everyone 
is familiar. In milk properly cooled 
and stored, flavors are seldom the 
result of bacterial activity. 

As has long been recognized, milk 
may absorb the odors of some 
fruits, vegetables, chemicals, and 
other materials. In addition, it is 
readily affected by the presence of 
paint, coal-tar, disinfectants, gaso- 
line, kerosene, some fly sprays and 
tobacco smoke. The amount of 
odor absorbed from these sub- 
stances, where milk is being handled, 
depends on the efficiency of ventila- 
tion. Milk stored in a refrigerator 
box may also take up odors from 
fish and other foods, cooked or un- 
cooked. 

The flavor of the milk from each 
cow in the herd should be deter- 
mined at regular intervals. Milk 
from cows producing salty taste or 
rancid flavor should be eliminated. 
Roughage should be fed immed- 
iately after milking, and the cows 
placed where they will not have 
access to feed for at least five hours 
before milking. The milk should be 
promptly cooled and stored at a 
low temperature until delivered to 
the consumer or the city milk plant. 
All equipment with which it comes 
in contact should be sterile and 
made of non-corrodable materials. 
Milk should be protected from 
exposure to direct sunlight during 
production, processing, and delivery. 
In the home the housewife should 
protect it from sunlight, hold it 
below fifty degrees Fahrenheit.

Dr. F. H. Gambell of Willows, 
California, who made a class leader 
record on his family cow, Laurentic 
of Fairview Home 224921, is another 
Butterfat breeder. Most of his 
herd is at the Paraiso Ranch of 
Arthur Folger, Davis, on a partner- 
ship basis. There they have been 
using Butterfat Bonny Rex 201733, 
by Dunwalke Bonny Butterfat 
138488, A. R., and out of Imp. Hill- 
top Madge 248958 with a record 
of 13118.2 pounds of milk and 656.4 
pounds of butter fat in class F. 

He will be followed by another 
bull owned by Dr. Gambell, and now 
in use in the herd of George Cooper 
of Willows. Mr. Cooper has fifteen 


pure bred females, of which thirteen 
are in calf to this bull. The bull 
is Dunwalke Maggie’s Butterfat 
207444, sired by Imp. Blanchette’s 
Butterfat 104968 and out of Imp. 
Dunwalk Sweet Maggie 190675 
with a class F record of 11754.2 
pounds of milk and 573.2 pounds of 
butter fat. This bull is of excellent 
type and will not be three years old 
until February. 

There are other good Butterfat 
bulls in California, and if these 
breeders adopt a sound program of 
exchange of bulls, they can develop 
a strong line of this breeding on the 
foundation of their big, high pro- 
ducing cows.

University of Nebraska 
Purchases 


ye ago the University of Ne- 
braska fought a battle with 
tuberculosis in their dairy herd. 
More recently they have fought 
another battle with Bang’s Disease 
in the same herd and apparently 
have won it. Now they are fight- 
ing an equally serious battle with 
mastitis, and at the present time 
have the herd divided into three 


groups, the badly infected, the 
slightly infected, and the clean 
ones. Year after year these battles 


have taken a heavy toll from their 
foundation cattle in all breeds. To 
replace Guernsey cows in milk that 


have been lost to the herd the last 
couple of years, Professor H. P. 
Davis and Extension Dairyman 
Flack recently purchased six year- 
ling heifers from the herd of James 
Harris, Jr., Mineral Point, Wiscon- 
sin. These heifers apparently are 
not backed by any production test- 
ing in their immediate ancestry, 
and there are no well-known animals 
in the pedigrees closer than the 
third generation. Five are half 
sisters sired by Greatheart of Min- 
eral Point 188481, and four are 
either daughters or granddaughters 
of an old cow in Mr. Harris’ herd, 
Beauty’s Virginia of Grand View 
134877. These heifers are likely 
heifers. They are bought on a 
considerably different basis from 
Professor Davis’ previous purchas- 
es. For a number of reasons they 
will be interesting to watch.
